Many  items  have  been  omitted  where  the  facts  could 
not  be  clearly  stated.  The  classification  given  in  the  right 
hand  column  is,  moreover,  based  in  general  upon  the  language 
used  in  the  old  tariff  (act  of  1909).  In  not  a  few  mstances,  this 
varies  in  detaU  from  the  language  used  in  the  new  act  It  is 
necessarily  out  of  the  question  to  contrast  the  language  of  the 
two  acts  in  a  tabular  presentation.  Reference  should  in  each 
case  be  had  therefore  to  the  appropriate  paragraphs  of  the  old 
and  new  acts.

That  no  such  animal  shall  be  ad- 
mitted free  unless  pure  bred  of  a  recog- 
nized breed  and  duly  registered  in  a  book 
of  record  recognized  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  for  that  breed:  And  provided 
further,  That  the  certificate  of  such  record 
and  pedigree  of  such  animal  shall  be  pro- 
duced and  submitted  to  the  Department 
of  Agriculture,  duly  authenticated  by  the 
proper  custodian  of  such  book  of  record, 
together  with  an  affidavit  of  the  owner, 
agent,  or  importer  that  the  animal  import- 
ed is  the  identical  animal  described  in  said 
certificate  of  record  and  pedigree.  The  Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture  may  prescribe  such 
regulations  as  may  be  requirea  tor  deter- 
mining the  purity  of  breeding  and  the  iden- 
tity of  such  animal:  And  provided  fur- 
ther, That  the  collectors  of  customs  sluill 
require  a  certificate  from  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  stating  that  such  animal  is 
pure  bred  of  a  recognized  breed  and  duly 
registered  in  a  book  of  record  recognized 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  that 
breed. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  pre- 
scribe such  additional  regulations  as  may 
be  required  for  the  strict  enforcement  of 
th:s  provision.

District  of  Columbia.  In  the  case  of  as- 
sessment insurance  companies,  whether  do- 
mestic or  foreign,  the  actual  deposit  of 
sums  with  State  or  Territorial  officers,  pur- 
suant to  law,  as  additions  to  guarantee  or 
reserve  funds  shall  be  treated  as  being  pay« 
ments  required  by  law  to  reserve  funds. 

(c)  The  tax  herein  imposed  shall  be  com- 
puted upon  its  entire  net  income  accruing 
during  each  preceding  calendar  year  end- 
ing December  thirty-first:  Provided,  how- 
ever. That  for  the  year  ending  December 
thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen, 
said  tax  shall  be  imposed  upon  its  entire 
net  income  accruing  during  that  portion  of 
said  year  from  March  first  to  December 
thirty-first,  both  dates  inclusive,  to  be 
ascertained  by  taking  five-sixths  of  its  en- 
tire net  income  for  said  calendar  year:  Pro- 
vided further,  That  any  corporation,  joint- 
stock  company  or  association,  or  insurance 
company  subject  to  this  tax  may  designate 
the  last  day  of  any  month  in  the  year  as 
the  day  of  the  closing  of  its  fiscal  year  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  have  the  tax  payable 
by  it  computed  upon  the  basis  of  the  net 
income  ascertained  as  herein  provided  for 
the  year  ending  on  the  day  so  designated 
in  the  year  preceding  the  date  of  assess- 
ment instead  of  upon  the  basis  of  the  net 
Income  for  the  calendar  year  preceding  the 
date  of  assessment;  and  it  shall  give  notice 
of  the  day  it  has  thus  designated  as  the 
closing  of  its  fiscal  year  to  the  coilecter  of 
the  district  in  which  its  principal  business 
office  is  located  at  any  time  not  less  than 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  upon  which 
its  annual  return  shall  be  filed.  All  cor- 
porations, joint-stock  companies  or  asso- 
ciations, and  insurance  companies  subject 
to  the  tax  herein  imposed,  computing  taxes 
upon  the  income  of  the  calendar  year, 
shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March, 
nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  and  the

required,  or  delivers  any  return  which,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  couector.  Is  false  or 
fraudulent,  or  contains  any  undervaluation 
or  understatement*  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  collector  to  summon  such  person,  or 
any  other  person  having  possession,  cus- 
tody, or  care  of  books  of  account  contain- 
ing entries  relating  to  the  business  of  sQch 
person,  or  any  other  person  he  may  deem 
proper,  to  appear  before  him  and  produce 
such  books,  at  a  time  and  place  named  in 
the  summons,  and  to  give  testimony  or 
answer  interrogatories,  under  oath,  respect- 
ing any  objects  liable  to  tax  or  the  returns 
thereof.  The  collector  may  summon  any 
person  residing  or  found  within  the  State 
in  which  his  district  lies ;  and  when  the 
person  intended  to  be  summoned  does  not 
reside  and  can  not  be  found  within  such 
State,  he  may  enter  any  collection  distri?t 
where  such  person  may  be  found  and  there 
make  the  examination  herein  authorized. 
And  to  this  end  he  may  there  exercise  all 
the  authority  which  he  might  lawfully  ex- 
ercise in  the  district  for  which  lie  was  com- 
mlssioned. 

''Sec.  8176.  When  any  person,  corporation.

all  taxes  not  paid  by  stamps,  including  the 
amount,  if  any.  due  for  special  tax,  income 
or  other  tax.  and  in  case  of  any  return  of 
a  false  or  fraudulent  list  or  valuation  in- 
tentionally he  shall  add  100  per  centum  to 
such  tax;  and  in  case  of  a  refusal  or  ne- 
glect, except  in  cases  of  sickness  or  ab- 
sence, to  make  a  list  or  return,  or  to 
verify  the  same  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  add 
50  pel  centum  to  sucn  tax.  In  case  of  ne- 
glect occasioned  by  sickness  or  absence  a6 
aforesaid  the  collector  may  allow  such  fur- 
ther time  for  making  and  deliverinsr  such 
list  or  return  as  he  may  deem  necessai*y, 
not  exceeding  thirty  days.  The  amount  so

••V.  Tiiat  if  any  person,  persons,  corpora- 
tions, or  other  bodies,  engaged  in  the  im- 
portation of  merchandise  into  the  United 
States  or  enga^^  in  dealing  witn  such 
imported  merchandise,  shall  fall  or  re- 
fuse to  submit  to  the  inspection  of  a  duly 
accredited  Investigating  ofUcer  of  the 
United  States,  upon  request  ao  to  do  from 
the  chief  ofQcer  of  customs  at  the  port 
where  such  merchandise  is  entered,  any 
or  all  of  his  books,  records,  or  accounts 
pertaining  to  the  value  or  classification  of 
any  such  Imported  merchandise,  then  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  in  his  discre- 
tion, is  authorised  whUe  tuch  failure  or 
refusal  continues,  to  assess  additional  duty 
of  15  per  centum  on  all  merchandise  con- 
signed by  or  imi>orted  by,  or  shipped,  or 
intended  for  delivery  to  such  person,  per- 
sons, corporations,  or  other  bodies  so  fail* 
ing  or  refusing. 

'"X.  That  where  merchandise  purchased 
or  manufactured  In  different  consular  dis- 
tricts in  the  same  country  is  assembled 
for  shipment  and  embraced  in  a  single  in- 
voice and  consulated  at  the  shipping  point, 
such  Invoice  shall  have  attached  thereto 
the  original  bills  or  invoices  or  statemems 
In  the  nature  of  such,  showfns  the  priees 


actually  paid,  contracted  to  be  paid,  fixed, 
or  determined,   and  In  connection  with 

each  such  purchase  or  consig-nment  the 
invoice  shall  state  all  charges  and  ex- 
penses as  provided  in  paragraph  R  of  this 
section. 

"1.  No  allowance  shall  be  made  in  the 
estimation  and  liauidaUon  of  duUes  for 
shortage  or  nonimportation  caused  oy  QB^ 
cay,  destrucUon,  or  injury  to  fruit  or  other 
perishable  articles  Imported  into  the  united 
States  whereby  their  commercial  value  nas 
bew  destroyed,  unless  under  regulations 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 
Proof  to  ascertain  such  destruction  or  non- 
importation shall  be  lodged  with  the  col- 
lector of  customs  of  the  port  where  sucn 
merchandise  nas  been  landed,  or  the  per- 
son acting  as  such,  within  ten  days  after 
the  landing  of  such  merchandise.  The  pro- 
visions hereof  shall  apply  whether  or  not 
the  merchandise  has  been  entered,  and 
whether  or  not  the  duties  have  been  paW 
or  secured  to  be  paid,  and  whether  or  npf 
a  pemit  of  delivery  has  been  granted  to 
the  owner  or  consi^ee.  Nor  shall  any  al- 
lowance be  made  for  damage,  but  the  im- 
porters may  within  ten  days  after  entry 
abandon  to  the  United  States  all  or  any 
portion  of  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise 
of  evwy  description  included  in  any  in- 
voice and  be  relieved  from  the  paymentot 
duties  on  the  portion  so  abandoned:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  portion  ao  abandoned  shall 
amount  to  10  per  centum  or  more  of  the 
total  value  or  quantity  of  the  invoice.  The 
right  of  abandonmem  herein  provided  for 
may  be  exercised  whether  the  gooda,  wares, 
or  merchandise  have  been  damaged  or  not, 
or  whether  or  not  the  same  have  any  com- 
mercial value:  Provided  further.  That  sec- 
tion twenty-eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine 
of  the  Rei^sed  Statutes,  relating  to  tiie  re- 
turn of  packages  unopened  for  appiMg^ 
ment.  shall  in  no  wise  prohibit  the  rtgnt 
of  Importers  to  make  all  needful  examina- 
tions to  determine  whether  the  right  to 
abandon  accrues,  or  whether  by  reason  of 
total  destruction  there  is  a  nomraporta- 
tion  in  whole  or  in  part.  All  merchandise 
abandoned  to  the  Government  by  the  im- 
porters shall  be  delivered  by  the  importers 
thereof  at  such  place  within  the  port  of 
arrival  as  the  chief  officer  of  customs  may 
direct,  and  on  the  failure  of  the  Importers 
to  comply  with  the  direction  of  the  col- 
lector or  the  chief  officer  of  customi^  as 
the  case  may  be,  the  abandoned  merchan- 
dise shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  customs 
authorities  under  such  regulations  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe, 
at  the  expense  of  such  Importers,  Where 
Imported  fruit  or  perishable  goods  have 
been  condemned  at  the  port  of  original 
entry  within  ten  days  after  landing,  by 
health  officers  or  other  legally  constituted 
authorities,  the  importers  or  their  agents 
Shan,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such 
condemnation,  lodge  with  the  collector,  or 
the  person  acting  as  collector,  of  said  port, 
notice  thereof  In  writing,  together  with  an 
Invoice  description  and  the  quantity  of  the 
articles  condemned,  their  location,  and  the 
name  of  the  vessel  in  which  im  ported. 
Upon  receipt  of  said  notice  the  collector, 
or  person  acting  as  collector,  shall  at  once 
cause  an  investigation  and  a  report  to  be 
made  in  writing  by  at  least  two  customs 
officers  touching  the  identity  and  quantity 
of  fruit  or  perishable  goods  condemned, 
and  unless  proof  to  ascertain  the  short- 
age or  nonimportation  of  fruit  or  perish-

tpzDs  tnan.  as  has  been  ascertained  by  final 
liquidation  thereof,  the  law  required  to  bo 
paid  or  deposited,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  shall  direct  the  Treasurer  to  re-

The  net  amount  of 
all  such  bounties  or  grants  shall  be  from 
time  to  time  ascertained,  determined,  and 
declared  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
who  shall  make  all  needful  regulations  for 
the  Identification  of  such  articles  and  mer- 
cliandise  and  for  the  assessment  and  collec- 
tion of  such  additional  duties. 

F.  Subsection  1.  Tiiat  all  articles  of  for- 


eign manufacture  or  production,  n^ch  are 
capable  of  being  marked,  stamped,  branded, 
or  labeled,  without  injury,  shall  be  marked, 
stamped,  branded,  or  labeled  in  legible  Eng- 
lish words,  in  a  conspicuous  place  that  shall 
not  be  covered  or  obscured  by  any  sub- 
sequent attaciiments  or  arrangements,  so 
as  to  indicate  the  country  of  origin.  Said 
marking,  stamping,  branding,  or  labeling 
shall  be  as  nearly  indelioie  and  permanent 
as  the  nature  of  the  article  will  permit. 

All  packages  containing  Imported  articles 
shall  be  marked,  stamped,  branded,  or  la- 
beled so  as  to  indicate  legibly  and  plainly, 
in  English  words,  the  country  of  origin 
and  the  quantity  of  their  contents,  and 
until  marked  in  accordance  with  the  direc- 
tions prescribed  In  this  section  no  articles 
or  packages  shall  be  delivered  to  tiie  im- 
porter. 

Should  any  article  or  package  of  imported 
merchandise  be  marked,  stamped,  branded, 
or  labeled  so  as  not  accurately  to  indicate 
the  quantity,  number,  or  measurement  ac- 
tually contained  in  such  article  or  pacKage, 
no  deliA'erv  of  the  same  shall  be  made  to 
the  importer  until  the  mark,  stamp,  brand, 
or  label,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be 
changed  so  as  to  confmrm  to  the  facts  of 
the  case. 

The  Secretary  of  the  IVeasury  shall  pre- 
scribe the  necessary  rules  and  regulations 
to  carry  out  the  foregoing  provision. 

F.  Subsection  2.    If  any  person  shall 

fraudulently  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  relating  to  the  marking,  stamp- 
ing, branding,  or  labeling  of  any  imported 
articles  or  packages;  or  shall  fraudulently 
deface,  destroy,  remove,  alter,  or  obliterate 
any  such  marks,  stamps,  brands,  or  labels 
with  intent  to  conceal  the  Information  given 
by  or  contained  in  such  marks,  stamps, 
brands,  or  labels,  he  shall  upon  conviction 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  $5,000, 
or  be  imprisoned  for  any  time  not  exceed- 
ing one  year,  or  both. 

G.  Subsection  L  That  all  persons  are  pro- 
hibited from  importing  into  the  United 
States  from  any  foreign  country  any  ob- 
scene book,  pamphlet,  paper,  writing,  ad- 
vertisement, circular,  print,  picture,  draw- 
ing, or  other  representatiop,  figure,  or 
Image  on  or  of  paper  or  other  material, 
or  any  cast,  instrument,  or  other  article 
of  an  immoral  nature,  or  any  drug  or 
medicine,  or  any  article  whatever  for  the 
prevention  of  conception  or  for  causing 
unlawful  abortion,  or  any  lottery  ticket, 
or  anv  advertisement  of  any  lottery.  No 
such  articles,  whether  imported  separately 
or  contained  in  packages  with  other  goods 
entitled  to  entry,  shall  be  admitted  to  en- 
try; and  all  such  articles  shall  be  pro- 
ceeded against,  seized,  and  forfeited  by 
due  course  of  law.  All  such  prohibited  ar- 
ticles and  the  package  in  which  they  at0 
contained  in  the  course  of  Importation  shall 
be  detained  by  the  officer  of  custonos,  and 
proceedings  taken  against  the  same  as 
hereinafter  prescribed,  unless  it  appears 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  collector  of  cus- 
toms that  the  obscene  articles  contained  :n 
the  package  were  inclosed  therein  without 
the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the  importer, 
owner,  agent,  or  consignee:  Provided,  That 
the  drugs  hereinbefore  mentioned,  when 
Imported  In  bull^  and  not  put  up  for  any 
of  the  purposes  hereinbefore  specified,  are 
excepted  irom  Uie  operation  of  this  sub- 
section. 

G.  Subsection  2.  That  whoever,  being  an 

officer,  agent,  or  employe  of  the  Grovern- 
ment  of  the  United  States,  shall  know- 
ingly aid  or  abet  any  person  engaged  fn 
any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of 
law  prohibiting  importing,  advertising, 
dealing  in,  exhibiting,  or  sending  or  re- 
ceiving by  mail  obscene  or  indecent  publi- 
cations or  representations,  or  means  for 
preventing  conception  or  procuring  abor- 
tion, or  other  articles  of  indecent  or  im- 
monl  use  or  tendency,  shall  be  deemed

,  iSubsection  3.  That  any  circuit  or 
^wtrict  judffe  of  tbe  United  States,  within 

the  proper  district,  before  whom  com- 
plaint in  writing  of  any  violation  of 
the  two  preceding  sections  is  made, 
to  the  satisfaction  of  such  judge,  and 
founded  on  knowledge  or  belief,  and  if 
upon  belief,  setting  forth  the  grounds  of 
such  belief,  and  supported  by  oath  or  af-

J.  Subsection  3.  That  the  preceding 
subsection  shall  not  apply  to  vessels  or 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  imported  in 
vessels  of  a  foreign  nation  which  does 
not  maintain  a  similar  regulaUon  asainat 
vessels  of  the  United  States. 

J.  Subsection  4.  That  machinery  or 
other  articles  to  be  altered  or  repaired, 
molders'  patterns  for  use  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  castings  intended  to  be  and  actually 
exported  within  six  months  from  the  date 
of  Importation  thereof,  models  of  women's 
wearing  apparel  Imported  by  manufac- 
turers for  use  as  models  in  thefa*  own  estab- 
lishments and  not  for  sale,  samples  solely 
V^®  In  taking  orders  for  merchandise, 
articles  intended  solely  for  experimental 
purposes,  and  automobiles,  motor  cycles, 
bicycles,  aeroplanes,  airships,  balloons, 
motor  boats,  racing  shells,  teams,  and 
saddle  horses,  and  similar  vehicles  and 
craft  brought  temporarily  into  the  United 
States  by  nonresidents  for  touring  purposes 
or  for  the  porpose  of  taking  part  in  races 
or  other  specific  contests,  may  be  admitted 
without  the  payment  of  duty  under  bond 
for  their  exportation  within  six  months 
from  the  date  of  Importation  and  under 
such  regulations  and  subject  to  such  con- 
ditions as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
may  prescribe:  Provided,  That  no  article 
shall  be  entitled  to  entry  under  this  section 
that  is  intended  for  sale  or  which  is  im- 
ported for  sale  on  approval.

M.  That  all  articles  manufactured  in 
-whole  or  in  part  of  imported  materials,  or 
of  materials  subject  to  internal-revenue 
tax,  and  intended  for  exportation  without 
being  charged  with  duty,  and  without  hav- 
ing an  internal-revenue  stamp  at  fixed 
thereto,  shaU,  under  such  regulationt^  as  the

Whenever  goods  manufactured  in  any 
bonded  warehouse  established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  preceding  paragraph  shall 
be  exported  directly  therefrom  or  shall  be 
duly  laden  for  transportation  and  imme- 
diate  exportation  under  the  supervision  of 
the  proper  officer  who  shall  be  duly  desig- 
nated for  that  purpose,  such  goods  shau 
be  exempt  from  duty  and  from  the  reanire- 
monts  relating  to  revenue  stamps. 

Any  materials  u&ed  in  the  manufacture 
of  such  goods,  and  any  packages,  cOTor- 
ings,  vessels,  brands,  and  labels  used  la 
putting  up  the  same  may.  under  the  regu- 
lations of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
be  conveyed  without  the  payment  of  rev- 
enue tax  or  duty  into  any  bonded  naanu- 
facturing  warehouse,  and  imported  gooos 
may,  under  the  aforesaid  regulatiOTS.  pe 
transferred  without  the  exaction  of  duty 
from  any  bonded  warehouse  Into  any  bond- 
ed manufacturing  warehouse;  but  this  pri- 
vilege shaU  not  be  held  to  apply  to  imple- 
ments, machinery,  or  apparatus  to  be  used 
in  tho  construction  or  repair  of  any  bonded 
manufacturing  w^arehouse  or  for  the  prose- 
cution of  the  buslnf^ss  carried  on  therein. 

No  articles  or  materials  received  into  such 
bonded  manufacturing  warehouse  shall  he 
withdrawn  or  removed  therefrom  except 
for  direct  shipment  and  exportation  oi 
for  transportation  and  immediate  ex- 
portation in  bond  to  foreign  coun- 
tries or  to  the  Philippine  Islands 
under  the  supervision  of  the  plti- 
cer  duly  designated  therefor  by  the  collec- 
tor of  the  Dort,  who  shall  certify  to  suoh 
shipment  and  exportation,  or  ladening  for 
transportation,  as  the  case  may  be,  deseriD- 
Ing  the  articles  by  their  mark  or  others 
wise,  the  quantity,  the  date  of  «RPorta- 
tion,  and  the  name  of  the  vessel:  ™yided. 
That  the  waste  material  or  by-products  In- 
ddrat  to  the  processes  of  manufacture,  in- 


cluding waste  derived  from  cleaning  rice

taining a  detailed  statement  of  all  im- 
ported merchandise  used  by  him  in  the 
manufacture  of  exported  articles. 

Before  commencing  business  the  proprie* 
tor  of  auv  manufacturing  warehouse  shall 
file  with  *  the  SecreUry  of  the  Treasury 
a  list  of  all  the  articles  Intended  to  be 
manufactuf*\l  iu  such  warehouse.  and 
state  the  foimula  of  manufacture  and  the 
names  and  quantities  of  the  ingredients 
to  be  used  therein.

the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, may  prescribe. 

Section  four  of  the  Act  of  March  second, 
nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  amendatory  of 
the  Act  of  June  seventh,  nineteen  hundred 
and  six,  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
shall  exempt  distillers  operating  under  this 
Act  from  the  provisions  of  section  thirty- 
two  hundred  and  eighty-three  and  thirty- 
three  hundred  and  nine  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes of  the  United  States,  and  from  such 

?*"?,^x.?r^Y*^**^"«  existing  laws  relating 
to  distilleries,  including  the  giving  of  bond^ 
as  may  be  deemed  expedient  by  said  offi- 
cials: Provided,  however.  That  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Internal  Revenue  shall  assess  and 
couect  the  tax  on  any  spirits  unlawfully 
produced  or  produced  and  not  aceoimted 
for  by  any  such  distiller. 

O.  That  upon  the  exportation  of  articles 
manufactured  or  produced  in  the  United 
States  by  the  use  of  imported  merchandise 
or  miterials  upon  which  customs  duties 
have  been  paid,  the  full  amount  of  such 
duties  paid  upon  the  quantity  of  materials 
used  in  the  manufacture  or  production  of 
the  exported  product  shall  be  refunded  as 
drawback.  less  1  per  centum  of  such  duties: 
Provided,  That  where  a  principal  product 
and  a  by-product  result  from  the  manipula- 
tion of  uuported  material  and  only  the  by- 
product is  exported,  the  proportion  of  the 
drawback  distributed  to  such  by-product 
shall  not  exceed  the  duty  assessable  under 
this  Act  on  a  similar  by-product  of  foreign 
origin  if  imported  into  the  United  States. 
Where  no  duty  Is  assessable  upon  the  im- 
portatiori  ut  a  corresponding  by  -product, 
no  drawback  shall  be  payable  on  such  by- 
product produced  from  the  Imported  ma- 
terial; if,  however,  the  principal  product 
IS  exported,  then  on  the  exportation  thereof 
there  shaJ  be  refunded  as  drawback  the 
whole  of  the  dutjr  paid  on  the  imported 
inaterial  used  ux  the  production  of  both  the 
principal  and  the  by-product,  less  1  per  cent, 
as  hereinbefore  provided:  Provided  further. 
That  when  the  articles  exported  are  manu- 
factured in  part  from  domestic  materials, 
the  imported  materials  or  the  parts  of  the 
articles  manufaciured  from  such  materials, 
shall  so  appear  in  the  completed  articles 
that  the  quantity  or  measure  thereof  may 
be  ascertained:  And  provided  further.  That 
the  drawback  on  any  article  allowed  under 
existing  law  shall  be  continued  at  the  rate 
herein  provided.    That  the  imported  ma- 
terials used  in  the  manufacture  or  produc- 
tion of  articles  entitled  to  drawback  of 
customs  duties  when  exported  shall,  in  all 
cases  where  drawback  of  duties  paid  on 
such  materials  is  claimed,  be  Identified,  the 
quantity  of  such  materials  used  and  the 
amount  of  duties  paid  thereon  shall  be  as- 
certained, the  facts  of  the  manufacture  or 
production  of  such  articles  In  the  United 
States   and   their  exportation  therefrom 
shall  be  determined,  and  the  drawback  due 
thereon  shall  bo  paid  to  the  manufacturer, 
producer,   or  exporter,   to  the  agent  of 
either  or  to  the  veraou  to  whom  such  manu- 
facturer»  produoer*  »porter,  or  agent  ahaU

in  writing  order  such  drawback  paid,  under 
such  regulaticns  as  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  shall  prescribe. 

That  on  the  exportation  of  flavormg  ex- 
tracts, medicinal  or  toilet  preparations  (in- 
^-Idln?  perfumery)  hereafter  manufactured 
or  produced  In  the  United  States  m  part 
from  domestic  alcohol  on  which  aa  internai 
revenue  tax  has  been  paid,  there  shall  be 
allowed  a  drawback  equal  in  amount  to  the 
tax  found  to  have  been  paid  on  the  alcohol 
80  used:  Provided,  That  no  other  than 
domestic  tax-paid  alcohol  shall  have  been 
Used  in  the  manufacture  or  production  of 
such  preparations.  Such  drawback  shall 
be  determined  and  paid  under  such  rules 
and  regulations^  and  upon  the  filing  of 
such  notices,  bonds,  bills  of  lading,  and 
other  evidence  of  pasrment  of  tax  and  ex- 
portation, as  the  Secr^ary  of  the  Treas- 
ury shall  prescribe.      ^  _ ,  ^  „ 

That  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
apply  to  materials  used  in  the  constructjon 
and  equipment  of  vessels  built  for  foreign 
account  and  ownership,  or  for  the  govern- 
ment of  any  foreign  country,  notwithstand- 
ing that  such  vessels  may  not  within  the 
strict  meaning  of  the  term  be  articles  ex- 
ported. 

P  That  upon  the  reimportation  of  ar- 
ticles once  exported,  of  the  growth,  prod- 
uct,  or  manufacture  of  the  United  States, 
upon  which  no  Internal  tax  has  been  as- 
sessed or  paid,  or  upon  which  such  tax 
has  been  paid  and  refunded  by  allowance 
or  drawback,  there  shall  be  levied,  col- 
lected, and  paid  a  duty  equal  to  the  tax 
imposed  by  the  Internal  revenue  laws  upon 
such  articles,  except  articles  manufactured 
in  bonded  warehouses  and  exported  pur- 
suant to  law.  which  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  rate  of  duty  as  if  originaUy  im- 
ported, but  proof  of  the  identity  of  such 
articles  shall  be  made  under  general  regu- 
lations to  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury. 

Q.  That  on  and  after  the  day  when 
this  Act  shall  go  into  effect  ail  goods, 
wares,  and  merchandise  previously  Im- 
ported, for  which  no  entry  has  been  made, 
and  all  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise 
previously  entered  without  payment  of 
duty  and  under  bond  for  warehousing, 
transportation,  or  any  other  purpose,  for 
which  no  permit  of  delivery  to  the  Importer 
or  his  agent  has  been  issued,  shall  be  sub- 
jected to  the  duties  Imposed  by  this  Act 
and  to  no  other  duty,  upon  the  entry  or  the 
withdrawal  thereof:  Provided,  That  when 
duties  are  based  upon  the  weight  of  mer- 
<rhandis6  deposited  in  any  public  or  private 
iKmded  warehouse,  said  duties  shall  be 
levied  and  collected  upon  the  weight  of 
such  merchandise  at  the  time  of  its  entry. 

S-  That  the  President  shall  cause  to  be 
ascertained  each  year,  the  amount  of  im- 
ports and  exports  of  the  articles  enumer- 
ated in  the  various  paragraphs  in  sec- 
tion one  of  this  Act  and  cause  an  esti- 
mate to  be  made  of  the  amount  of  the 
domestic  production  and  consumption  of 
said  articles,  and  where  it  is  ascertained 
that  the  imports  under  any  paragraph 
amount  to  less  than  5  per  centum  of  the 
domestic  consumption  of  the  articles  enu- 
merated he  shall  advise  the  Congress  as 
to  the  facts  and  his  conclusions  by  special 
message,  if  deemed  important  in  the  public 
interest. 

T.  That,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
sections  one  to  forty-two,  both  inclusive, 
of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide 
revenue,  equalize  duties,  and  encoai'age 
the  industries  of  the  United  States,  and 
for  other  purposes."  approved  August 
fifth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  and  all 
Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed: Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  Act 
shall  be  construed  to  permit  any  oaths  to 
be  demanded  or  fees  to  be  charged  except 
as  provided  in  this  Act  or  In  secticm  twen- 


ty-eight hundred  and  sixty-two  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  of  the  United  States  nor  to 
repeal  or  in  any  manner  affect  the  follow- 
ing numbered  sections  of  the  aforesaid  Act 
approved  August  fifth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  nine,  via.:  Subsection  twenty-nine  of 
section  twenty-eight  and  subsequent  laws 
and  amendments  relating  to  the  establish- 
ment and  continuance  of  a  Customs  Court, 
subsection  thirty  of  section  twenty-eight, 
providing  for  additional  attorneys,  subsec- 
tion twelve  of  section  twenty-eight  and 
subsequent  provisions  establishing  a  Board 
of  General  Appraisers  of  merchandise,  sec- 
tions thirty,  thirty-one,  thirty-two,  thirty- 
three,  and  thirty-five,  imposing  an  internal 
revenue  tax  upon  tobacco,  section  thirty- 
six,  providing  for  a  tonnage  duty,  section 
thirty-nine,  authorizing  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of 
the  United  States  to  defray  expenditures 
on  account  of  the  Panama  Canal,  section 
forty,    authorizing   the   Secretary   of  the 
Treasury  to  borrow  to  meet  public  expendi- 
tures: Provided  further,  That  all  excise 
taxes  upon  corporations  Imposed  by  sec- 
tion thirty-eight,  that  have  accrued  or  have 
been  imposed  for  the  year  ending  December 
thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve, 
shall  be  returned,  assessed,  and  collected 
in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same 
provisions,  liens,  and  penalties  as  If  section 
thirty-eight  continued   In   full   force  and 
effect:  And  provided  further.  That  a  special 
excise  tax  with  respect  to  the  carrying  on 
or  doing  of  business,  equivalent  to  1  per 
centum  upon  their  entire  net  income,  shall 
be  levied,  assessed,  and  collected  upon  cor- 
porations, joint-stock  companies  or  asso- 
ciations, and  Insurance  companies,  of  the 
character  described  In  section  thirty-eight 
of  the  Act  of  August  fifth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  nine,  for  the  period  from  January 
first  to  February  twenty-eighth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirteen,  both  dates  inoluaive. 
which  said  tax  shall  be  computed  upon  one- 
sixth  of  the  entire  net  income  of  said  cor- 
porations, joint-stock  companies  or  associa- 
tions, and  insurance  companies,  for  said 
year,  said  net  Income  to  be  ascertained  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  subsec- 
tion G  of  section  two  of  this  Act;  Provided 
further.  That  the  provisions  of  said  section 
thirty-eight  of  the  Act  of  August  fifth,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  nine,  relative  to  the  col- 
lection of  the  tax  therein  Imposed  shall 
remain  in  force  for  the  collection  of  the 
excise  tax  herein  provided,  but  for  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen  it  shall  not 
be  necessary  to  make  more  than  one  return 
and  assessment  for  all  the  tBXea  Smjiosed 
herein  upon  said  corporations,  Joint-stock 
companies  or  associations,  and  insurance 
companies,  either  by  way  of  income  or 
»cise,  which  return  and  assessment  shall 
be  made  at  the  times  and  In  the  manner 
provided  in  this  Act;  but  the  repeal  of 
existing  laws  or  modifications  thereof  em- 
braced in  this  Act  shall  not  affect  any  act 
done,  or  any  right  accruing  or  accrued,  or 
any  suit  or  proceeding  had  or  commenced 
in  any  civil  case  before  the  said  repeal  or 
modification;  but  all  rights  and  liabilities 
under  said  laws  shall  continue  and  may  be 
enforced  in  the  same  manner  as  if  said 
repeal  or  modifications  had  not  been  made. 
Any  offenses  committed  and  all  penalties 
or  forfeitures  or  liabilities  incurred  prior  to 
the  passage  of  this  Act  under  any  statute 
embraced  in  or  changed,  modified,  or  re- 
pealed by  this  Act  may  be  prosecuted  or 
punished  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the 
same  effect  as  if  this  Act  had  not  been 
passed.  No  Acts  of  limitation  now  in  force, 
whether  applicable  to  civil  causes  and  pro- 
ceedings or  to  the  prosecution  of  offenses 
or  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  or  for- 
feitures embraced  in  or  modified,  changed, 
or  repealed  by  this  Act  shall  be  affected 
thereby,  so  far  as  they  affect  any  suits, 
proceedings,  or  prosecutions,  whether  civil 
or  ciimbial^  for  oausea  ariaiiuc  or  acts  done 
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or  committed  prior  to  the  passage  of  this 
Act,  which  may  be  commenced  and  prose- 
cuted within  the  same  time  and  with  the 
same  eftect  as  it  this  Act  had  not  heen 

passed. 

U.  If  any  olause,  sentence,  paragraph,  or 

part  of  this  Act  shall  for  any  reason  be 
adjudged  by  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction to  be  invalid,  such  Judgment  shall 


not  affect,  impair,  or  invalidate  the  re- 
mainder of  said  Act.  but  shall  be  confined 
in  its  operation  to  the  clause,  sentence, 
paragraph,  or  part  thereof  directly  involved 
in  the  controversy  in  which  snoh  iiidxaMint 
shall  have  been  rendered. 

V.  That  unless  otherwise  herein  specially 
provided,  this  Act  shall  take  effect  on  the 
day  following  its  passage.
